IN the year 1672, Francis Velafco, who had 
been abfent from Spain nearly twenty years, and 
was returning from Brazil commander of the brig.

flowly emerging, induced him to hope for an elu- 
cidation of his withes, 

The appearance of Velafco, in a place and at 
an hour fo itrange, occafioned a reluétance in the

Velafco, itrack by this defperate refolution, 
and perins feeling a little pity for one fo appar- 
ently contrite, was about to leave him in his drea- 
ry folitude; but the fpark was kindled, and Mar- 
tinez cetermined.————"" My_ defign is unaltera- 
ble,” added the mifersble felf-accufer: «the 
cleims of a father’s blood fall be fatisfied!" He 
then walked fleadily towards Teneriffe, leavin 
Vel.fco to follow in a ftate nearly allied to unhap- 

inefs. 

. On the enfuing evening our mortified Captain 
beheld the fe.f-condemned in tbat very fituation 
he had {fo eagerly flown from nineteen years pre- 
ceding this ara. Manacled, dejected, followed by 
multitudes, he was conveyed to the hal! of juitice, 
where he made a moft pathetic, and (if poTible) 
aggravated ftatement of hiscrime; conciuding 
with an expreffion of gratitude to Velefco, for 
roufing him toa determination which he had often 
made before, and as often rejected There was 
no appeal from the fentence prosounced againf 
him ; and his only requett was, for the senda 
ef a prieft in his lat hours.

So _ reat 
was the reputation of his humanity, and the confidence 
repofed in his probity, that the blacks would come the 
diftance of goo miles io fee him: and the Sovereign of a 
diftant country fent his daughter to him, with prefeats of 
gold and flaves, that this European, fo revered through all 
the coalls of Nigritia, might give him a grandfoa. O 
Virtae | ftill doft thou exift inthe fouls of thof€ wreiched 
beings, condemned to dwell! with tigers, or to groan be- 
neath the yoke of their own fpecies! They yet have hearts 
fufceptible of the foft impreflions of humanity and benefi- 
cence! Juft and virtuous Dane! what monarch ever receiv- 
ed fo pure, fo glorious an homage, as thy nation has feea 
thee enjoy? And where ? Upon a fea, upon a continent, 
degraded forever by an infamous traffic of men exchanged 
for arms! and childrea fold by their parents! of crimes 
aod misfortunes carried on through two centuries !---W* 
cannot fufficiently deplore fuch horrors ; and, if we could,

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. SUMMARY, 

_ Laft Wednefday evening arrived the thip Boyne, Capt. 
Srowa, in 35 days from London---by her London papers 
‘to the 1 ft of Auguft inclufive, are received, containing the 
‘sopy of am ARMISTICE concluded in Germany, the effed& 
of which is at prefent to fufpend hoftilities over the whole

prefsly for that purpote from Vienna, All the public ac- 
counts feem to agree that the Court of Vienna iuatends to 
make peace, 


It appears from a Paris article of the 21ft July, that 
Count St. Julien had arrived at Paris in quality of Miniter 
from his Imperial Majefty, to negociate a creaty,----"* This 
Officer, (fays a London editor.) came by the way of Itzly, 
and feems to have no concern with the Armiftice in Gere 


many : therefore, no doubt, the prineipal couditions, if | 


not a treaty of peace, are agreed upon between the Empe- 
ror and Buonaparte,”’ 


The permiflion to import colonial produce in neutral 
veffels from France to England, is revoked, and Buona- 
parte has announced, that he will vifit the combined fleets 
at Bieft, Thele mensces feem to leflen the hopes of peace, 


Very extenfive preparations are making in England 
for the new expedition, the military part of which is to 
be placed uader the command of James Murray Pultney. 
The troops at Southampton embarked on the goth July, 
and another brigade was ordered the day following to em 
bark from the fame place. It is generally believed that 
thefe troops are deftined for the Mediterranean, to be 


employed againft Malta and Egypt; or if Auftria conti- 


pues the war, to reinforce General Mclas. Some, how- 
ever, maintain that on the weftern coafts of France isto be 


fome of the exploits of this armament,
